The Chicago 
Trimune bas, for a year past, steadily persisted 
in an hones effort to convince its readers that 
tue day Of reckoning and paymeut was rapid- 
ly avproaching-—-that the period of high prices 
vad excessive speculation in landa not wanted 


for the purposes of agriculture, and in town- 


sites upon which towns never would be built, 
was hurrying to a sadden and disastrous termi- 
aation—and it has warned all who would 
listen that they must prepare for the change 
that it saw approaching, and that is now evi~ 
dently neeraihand. In thus timely sounding 
the note of alarm, we have incurred the male 
dictions of such as are interested in maintain- 
ing the present false and unreal eondition of 
affairs, as well as the ridicule of sheets itke the 
Chicago Democratic Press, whore ‘eas of politic- 
al economy have been lersned in the school 
where itis taught (oc a puff is as good as a 
fact, and that @ large escape of gas is equal 
ia commerial valae to an abundant grain 
crop. Hat in epite of the curses of the inter- 
cosed, and the ill-uatared jibes of the ignorant, 
the opinions that we have repeatedly expressed 
will be confirmed, and the warnings that we 
have uttered will be heeded. 

We have never thought, and iv sot new be- 
liewe, that a general commercial revalsionu is 
at hand-~a crash like that of 1837.

Bat we. have lived 
too fast. We have spent with a lavish 
band what we have not fairly earned. We have 
imported and consumed what we should have 
maoufactared at home. We have put fictitious 
prices upon our Western possessions, and upon 
the strength of our wealth, in what will pree- 
ently bave no market value, because, when 
the equilibrium is restered, the land market 
will be found to be glatted we have assumed 
the airs of princes and nabobs —of the barbarian 
epecies, it is true, but expensive enough never- 
theless—and now we must pay for the excesses 
of which we have been guilty: We have 
had the day of feasting ; now for the headaches 
and indigestion. It is bardly probable that any 
legitimate business, prudently conducted and 
unembarrassed by heavy liapilities that must 
be provided for out of a stringent money 
market, will seriously suffer from what is to 
follow. But money will be scarce and prices it 
seems to us must he low ; hence mere specula- 
lation in lands not needed for culture, aod in 
towns yet guiltless of inhabitants, must cease, 
Of course, holders of property not yet paid for, 
and that must be sold to meet maturing liabili- 
ties, will suffer, and through them, others will 
sefler in turn. Thousands of men who have 
purchased, from secund hands, lands at prices 
got warranted by demand or by contiguity to 
commercial centres ; thousands who put their 
all, and their notes for twice as much more, in 
some to be.rival of New York or Chieage, in 
farther lowa or some frontier of Minnesota, ard 
and who have set themselves down as rich, wil! 
learn @ lesson that they will never forget. Bat 
be who is out of debt, or who depends upou 
actual production of valucs, not speculation, to 
pay what be owes, need not tremble. But all 
must ranember that the caures which bave 
brought about this alarming aspect of affairs, 
cannot longer be safely continued.. We 
must learn that the scttiement of new towns in 
the West, whereby,in the rise'of property thous- 
ands of men are made comparatively wealthy, 
adds nothing to the merchantable cxchanges of the cown- 
try, that our farma, which have leaped ap 
price from a doliar and a quarter to y 
dollars an acre, really enriching their ownets, 
aod filling them with new ideas of luxurions 
living, and disregard of production, cannet be 
exported—thet the mo#t thriving towa ih 
the West, though it bas crown like Jonalj’s 
gourd and enriched every man within its limits, 
will do nothing at all toward paying for the gob 
goeery that tls prosperous mhalbilania buy 
elly. The country has grown suddenly rich ns 
the merchant dodbled the value of his steck— 
by altering the marks on his goods and doub- 
ling the prices before asked. And bere, for the 
West, is the root of the difficulty. We 
are all rich and are all spending as sith 
men, not because the productions of the seil 
and our manufactures bave made us so ; but 
becanse we have multiplied the prices of our 
teal property by figures that have increased 
the sum total, in some cases, a theusand told-

NOTES ON THE PROGRESS OF 


Tux Paeservarion or Srexs.—The London 
notices of Ransom’s 
process for preserving stone—a subject which has 
in the last few years received a large proportion of 
attention from vaitous persons. Oleaginus or gum- 
my compounds have beeu tried for the purpose and 
proved to be of-little worth, they of necessity becom- 
ing decomposed after a brief exposure to the at 
Mr. Ransom tured his attention to the matter, 
with a view to obtain an indestructible mineral, and 
has succeeded in producing the same. In order to 
this end,the stone or other material is coated or sat- 
urated, wholly or superficially, with a solution of 
soluble silicate, and afterward bas applied to it a 
solution of chloride of calcium, by which an insolo- 
ble silicate of Lime is formed, in the stone. 
of a soluble silicate and the chloride of caterum otber 
preparations may be used——the invention consisting 
iu the application im succession of two solutions, 
which, by matual decomposition, produce an 
ble substance, which is deposited in the structure 
and on the surface of the stone or other material. 
This composition is remarkably tenacious and cohe- 
sive. One important featare in the process.is, that 
it not only prevents new stone from decaying, but 

prevents the further decay of that which 
is already rapidly approaching disintegration. The 
ficiency of this mineral s not confined to stone alone 
but may be applied to brick, lime, stuceo, &c. 

CenrairvgaL Bartery—A machine of this des 
cription bas been brought forward by Mr. A, 
Potts, of Philadelphia, designed for projecting or 
throwing with accuracy to a considerable distance, 
in gunnery, that the highest velocities are only re- 
quired with the smallest balls or bullets, and this is 
urged as an important fact in faver of the machine 
for throwing heavy masses.
